2 Nehemiah had gone to the king with a sad countanence, 
and when the king had asked him the reason of his sadness, he had 
replied in words that meant—“How can I be otherwise, when the City 
of my fathers lieth in waste, and its gates are consumed with fire?” 
Much that had been built up in the years before, including half of 
the City of Jerusalem, had been broken down by the enemies of the 


People of God. Not only was the City ‘a réproach in its unrepaired 


state, but in that state, it consituted a menace to the safety of the 
people from the foes without. Therefore Nehemiah desired of the 
king that he might go to the people of the City and stir them with 
a desire to build up the walls even more strongly than before, thereby 
strengthening their defence, even in the face of opposition and’ danger, 
and so securing for the People of God victory over the encroachments 
of the heathen, semi-savage enemies round about them. 

It was quite evident too, that he was successful in his 
appeal, He stirred up the people, and found that they ‘had a mind 
to work’, and so ‘the wall wag built’, even though their enemies had 
said among themselves “They shall not know, neither see, till we come 
upon them and slay them, and cause the work to cease.” Even though 
it meant that half of the people armed themselves to. defend. those 
who. worked, and the workers themselves held a weapon in one hand 
and worked with the other, Each man repaired over against his 
own house; each attended to his own duty, and so ‘the wall was built,’ 

Today, we are confronted by just such another appeal.

There is something more than War going on now. We are 
not merely engaged in a series of battles to preserve either the honour 
or the material possessions of the British Empire, ~We are engaged 
in a gigantic struggle to build up the walls of our Christian .Civiliza- 
tion and Democracy, and to keep them built up at all costs, and to 
repair immediately any destruction which the onslaught of the enemies 
of our ‘inheritance’ have succeeded in breaking down; that we may not 
only preserve those things which our fathers built, but also bring about 
a complete and lasting Victory over those things which even dare to 
desecrate, in their lusting brutal filthiness, those things which are 
sacred to us and to our children;—Those things which constitute the 
Moral walls of our homes, our cities, our Country, our Empire, and
